No accurate opinion of the age 
of a calf can be formed until it is 
six months old; at that time the 
fourth molar(the back teeth which 
are used for grinding), is well de- 
veloped. Between six and twelve 
months there is no important den- 
tal changes, the incisor (front of 
cutting teeth) become worn, and 
more space is left between them 
but it is not possible to assert from 
the state of the incisor teeth, 
whether the animal is under or 
over the age of one year. At one 
year a bullock has eight incisors, 
and shortly afterward the fifth 
molar appears. 

At the age of 20 or 21 months 
the two central incisors become 
loose, and their successors, the first 
two broad teeth, may begin te show 
themselves. 

At one year a'd seven months, 
in very forward animals, the first 
pair of permanent or broad in- 
cisors are cut, but they are never 
level with the other incisors before 
one year and ten months, and their 
perfect deyelopment is indicative 
of the age of two years, at which 
time the sixth and last molars are 
in position, and any error or opin- 
ion as to age, which might arise 
from the permanent, or early, cut- 
ting of the central permanent 
incisors, may be corrected by re- 
ference or state of the molars. 
When the animalis a month or two 
over two years, the first and second, 
(counting from the front) perma- 
nent molars take place of the 
permanent teeth. 

From two years and three months 
to two years and six months, the 
second pair of broad, front, or in- 
cisor teeth, the middle permanent 
incisors, occupy the place of the 
corresponding temporary teeth in 
all cultivated breeds. Instances of 
late dentition present themselves 
from time to time, in which the 
middle permanent incisors are not 
cut till the animal is approaching 

ree years old. There is conse- 
quently a possible variation of six 
months in the time of the appear 
ance of these teeth. 

It must be understood, in refer- 
ence to the appearance of the 
second pair of broad teeth) that an 
expert, looking at the mouth which 
has four permanent incisors, will 
conclude that the animal is two 
years and a half old, but if. he is 
required to certify that the age is 
under or above that period, he 
must proceed to inspect the molar 
teeth, and take into account the 
animal’s pedigree, its sex, and its 
general condition of development. 

If the animal in question is a bull 


_pnd has been forced to early ma- 
“turity, it may be expected that.the 


second pair of permanent incisors 
will cut at two years and four 
months, and if either of the anter- 
ior (foremost) temporary molars 
remain in their places, the conclu- 
sion that the animal is under two 
years anda half will be strength- 
ened, 

Shortly after the first and second 
molars are cut, the third makes its 
appearance; occasionally it appears 
before the others, and the animal 
at the age of three years will have 
three anterior molars level with 
the other teeth, but showing no 
signs of wear. 

The eruption of the third pair of 
permanent incisors may occur at 
any time between two years and 
six months and three years of age. 
In cultivated breeds they are pres- 
eut before the animal is three years 
old, and occasionally they will be 
found well developed after two 
and a half years, 

In fact the anterior molars afford 
more reliable evidence of the age 
between twe and a half and three 
years old, than is furnished by the

Yesterday afternoon, says the 
4 Carson Appeal of the 22d inst.,Max 
Grosman, # man who keeps & small 
clothing store in Corbett’s block, 
was arrested on the charge of vio- 

lating a child seven years old. 
He seemed to understand but 
very little English when taken be- 


(fore Justice Witherell, and when 


the matter was explained to him 
shook his head and said he knew 
nothing about it. His bail was 
fixed at $5,000 and his examination 
set for Monday at 10 o’clock. 

Mattie Annie Grey, the victim of 
the alleged outrage,is a seven-year- 
old daughter of John Grey, who is 
an eugineer onthe V.& T. She 
said that she went to the store of 
Grosman in the afterneon to make 
some purchases for her mother, 
when Grosman asked herin the 
back room, and committed the 
offense charged. On this informa- 
tion District Attorney Torreyson 
hewore out a complaint and had 
ee arrested on acharge of 


rape. 

Dr. Herrick stated to a reporter 
last evening that he had madea 
medical examination of the child, 
and that the evidence of an attena pt 
to violate her was unmistakable. 

In bhiscellin the ard hem last 
eveniog Grosman sta to an Ap- 
peal reporter that he knew nathing 
of tbe affair until be was arrested. 
He claimed that it was aconspiracy 
against him, and that he would be 
able to rove an alibi. The child 

had made purchases, but was never 
in the store more than a minute or 
twoat atime. He believed that 
certain parties were behind the job, 
and that it would all be shown up 
induetime. He had no further 
statement to make, and closing, he 
said: ‘If you prove this on me take 
me out and hang me in the street; 
& man who would do such a thing 
deserves it.’’ 

Public opinion does not seem 
strong against the accused, and 
there is a disposition to suspend 
judgment. It is claimed that when 
first questioned the child blamed 
another gparty, and then changed 
her account to Grosman. It is also 
urged that Grosman bad a bill of 
$40 against Grey and called at the 
house on Friday for the money. 

Itis claimed that he would not 
have called for the moneyon the 
same afternoon that it is alleged he 
made the assault. 

Grosman came to this city about 
three years ago asa peddier and 
located here. The officers say he 
has always been a good citizen and 
they seem disposed to believe him 
innocent. Qa all sides public judg- 
mentis suspended until the fac 
can come out.

 DELUGING A DESERT. — 
Ever Undertaken in the West. 
The following press dispatch will 

be gratifying news to the people of 

Nevada and Southeastern Ualifor- 


ment of a section of country whose 
possibiliities are great, but has, for 
lack of enterprise and capital, lain 
dormant, while less favored sections 
surrounding it have been pushed to 
the front: 


New York, Jan. 21.—H. M. Yer- 
ington, Presideuat of the Carson and 
orado Railroad, and his associates, 
D.. O. Mulls, Nicholas Luning and 
other capitalists, have just concluded 
an arrangement with Professor 
Thomas M. Chatard, of the United 
States Geological survey, to take 
charge of their soda works at Owens 
Lake, Mono county. 

Mr. Chatard was sent last Summer‘ 
by the Government to examine soda 
deposits throughout the West, as he 
1s considered a jeading authority on 
this and similar questions. He has 
been induced by this syndicate to re- 
sign his tion under the Govern- 
ment, and will leave for the West on 
the lst of March. 

The scheme of these capitalists is 
one of the most stupendous ever 
undertaken in the West. They pro- 
pose diverting the waters of Owens 
river, allowing the lake to dry out, 
and carrying the waters beyond the 
lake into Death Valley, thus making 
a garden of the most desolate wilder- 
ness of the West, and opening up 
thousands of acres for settlement. 

They then propose to extend the 
Carson & Colorado Narrow Gauge 
Railroad toa cornection with the At- 
lantic_and Pacific, in this manner 
making a profitable railroad out of 
what has long been lecaily designated 
an ex pensive and useless “jerk wa- 
ter.

The Line to Connect With the N. 
& C. at Keno. 


D. L. Bliss, Vice Presideat of the 
Carson & Colorado Railroad Com-

“A Jersey heifer, twin with a bull, 
was dropped during the Fall sea- 
son several years ago, and when 
she had arrived at proper age and 
maturity was served, and without 
delay proved to be in calf. She 
was a large young cow and perfect 
in her development, and has since 
become a very rich milker and 
heavy butter-maker, and is highly 
prized by her owner. Her first 
calf, a heifer, at suitable age was 
bred, and at a little past two years 
old produced a calf and promises 
to bea fine milker, She is large 
and well developed, and the indi- 
cations of belng a regular breeder 
seom certain, Iler dam (the twin) 
has produced a calf regularly every 
year since the first, when she was 
two years old, Her twin brother 
is also perfect as regards his repro- 
ducing qualities and does not seem 
to be affected by the peculiar cir- 
cumstances surrounding his advent 
into the world. There are many 
living of his get—both sexes—to 
attest his potency. Twin heifers 
are nearly always breeders, the ex- 
ceptions occurring no oftener than 
when heifers are dropped singly; 
the same is true of bulls, there be- 
ing but here and there recorded 
instances of impotency in twin 
bulls, or in the case of a bull twin 
with a heifer. Itis the opinion of 
some authorities on the subject 
that when twin calves of opposite 
sex occur, the first to arrive, if a 
heifer, will prove to be a breeder, 
and vice versa; but this theory is 
not sustained by the facts in the 
case, as many deviations from the 
rule are known to exist. If, there- 
fore, a valuable cow should bear 
twins, one of them being a heifer, 
it would be unwise to sacrifice this 
calf under the supposition that she 
will develop necessarily into a nen- 
breeding animal. There are many 
chances in her favor of growing 
into a fruitful and profitable cow, 
quite as many as though she had 
come into the world without a mate 
and the possibilities are that, in 
her werk of reproduction, more 
“pairs” will result than single 
calves. These events seem to be 
regulated in some degree by strains 
or families. A full sister of the 
twin heifer alluded to (same sire 
and dam) produced a pair of twin 
heifer calves by her own brother, 
and she was bred to him again, in 
the hope that a repetition of the 
occurrence would follow. Suf- 
ficient time has not ¥et elapsed to 
demonstrate the result, to give 
plausibility to the idea that “twins 
run in families.” It may often be 
observed that a cow having once 
produced twins will again repeat 
the performance; an instance being 
on record of a pair of twins from 
the same cow three years in snucces- 
sion, sired by different bulls.”
